
The family of a father-of-two 
who was stabbed to death 
have been left devastated. 

Jon Casey, a 35-year-old man 
from Ecton Brook, was found 
stabbed in Barrack Road on 
Friday night. 

He was rushed to 
Northampton hospital, but 
died an hour later. 

It is believed he had been in 
an altercation with two men 
shortly before he was found. 

Police say they are making 
good progress with the case 

This week, his family issued 


a heartfelt statement. It reads: 
“Words cannot express the 
feeling of sadness and loss in 
our family at this time. 

‘“Jon Boy’ was a kind and 
caring son, partner, brother 
and a loving father to his two 
girls, one of which will now 
grow up never knowing her 
daddy and how proud of them 
both he was. 

“Our Jon Boy was the kind of 
person that could brighten 
your day in a second. 

“To have him taken from us 
in such a cruel way will leave a 
hole in our family that we will 
never be able to fill. Our hearts 
are truly broken.”

It shows how ingrained the tradition of 
a topless model on page three of a down¬ 
market tabloid is when you can say “The 
Sun is getting rid of Page Three” and 
people know what you mean. 

What was once as British as bacon and 
eggs is now controversial. 

There has been a long running peti¬ 
tion to stop it and now according to The 
Times (at the time of writing anyway) 
The Sun will end the feature from 
Friday. 

I feel - in solidarity with oppressed 
sisters, daughters and mothers every¬ 
where - I should be celebrating its 
demise. 

But the truth is I know that on Saturday 
women will not be one ounce less objec¬ 
tified by the media than they were in 
the 80s and 90s when Page Three girls 
were national institutions. 

For instance I would consider the 
Weight Watchers TV commercial that 
depicts two willow skinny women coo¬ 
ing over the miserly calorie count in 
their simulated puddings to be much 
more insidious than bare bosoms.

I’m much more worried about my six- 
year-old daughter being contaminated 
by that kind of background ‘normality’ 
than by bare breasts in a tabloid news¬ 
paper. 

I also think there is a healthy dose of 
snobbery in the campaign against Page 
Three. 

The rich and famous will still be pic¬ 
tured topless on beaches or in daring 
see through tops on the red carpet if 
they choose to be. 

It is only the cheeky plumbers’ daugh¬ 
ters from Essex who will be excluded 
from cashing in on their appearance by 
this victory for all women. 

And in times when people are dying 
for the right to publish freely what they 
please, it seems even sadder still that 
our newspapers can be browbeaten into 
shamefaced prudery.

Sex attack victim speaks out 


Corby woman Lina Barnes goes 
public to share her quest for justice 
after predatory preacher Alan 
Cundick abused her as a schoolgirl 



A woman who was sexually abused 
by a preacher has spoken of her long 
battle for justice which saw her 
attacker jailed. 

Lina Barnes, of Corby, who is in 
her 30s, said she had to take on her 
church in Surrey where the preach¬ 
er worked as well as another 
preacher who urged her not to 
report the crimes. 

Gospel Hall Brethren preacher 
Allan Cundick, 78, of Woking, was 
jailed last Thursday for four and a 
half years for sexually assaulting 
two schoolgirls, one of whom was 
Ms Barnes. The attacks took place 
between 1970 and 1992. 

Ms Barnes, who has waived her 
right to anonymity, said whole story 
had been ‘a difficult journey’. 

She told the BBC she was repeat¬ 
edly assaulted by Cundick when she 
was aged between 10 and 13. 

But she said when she reported 
the abuse to the church in 2001 she 
was accused of being a liar, told not 
to talk about it, and urged to be 
reconciled with and merciful to her 
abuser. 

She said she remained silenced by 



the church for years until in 2011 
evangelist preacher Ian Jackson 
revealed to her that there had been 
another victim. 

At that point she decided she 
wanted to go to the police but she 
said Mr Jackson tried to make her 
reconsider. 

Mr Jackson, from Eastbourne, 
later said he had only tried to help 
Ms Barnes and acted in good faith. 
However, Ms Barnes said this 
ultimately led her to take action. 

She said: “I thought about it again 
and actually got so totally fed up 
with the whole mentality of keeping 
it in the church, letting the church 
deal with it, keeping it quiet from 
the authorities, that I actually went 
to the police with resolve and deter¬ 
mination.” 

Ms Barnes finally reported the 
abuse first to Northants Police in 


2011 and then to the force in Surrey. 

She says she has she suffered from 
the abuse into adulthood and has 
had to repeatedly battle with 
recurring nightmares and other 
issues. 

Ms Barnes finally saw Cundick 
jailed last week following a trial at 
Guildford Crown Court. 

She says she finally feels her 
reputation had been restored. 

“The most important thing for me 
in the whole of this scenario, in the 
whole of the battle for justice that 
I’ve been through, is that in the end 
I was vindicated,” she said. 

“Everything I said that he did to 
me he was found guilty of, nobody 
can call me a liar any more, nobody 
can argue that the abuse didn’t take 
place. He’s been found guilty in 
open court. And that’s what’s 
enabled me to move forward.”

A Wellingborough UKIP can¬ 
didate who is also a GP has 
apologised for accusing a 
Twitter user of contributing 
nothing to the NHS except 
piles and STDs. 

Dr Jonathan Munday 
unleashed a volley of abuse 
on the social network after he 
was accused of not caring 
about the NHS. 

He was questioned by

When the H&P contacted Dr 
Munday, he apologised for 
his actions and said: “I did 
say it and I regret saying it. I 
was very angry with them 
because they insulted my 
professional integrity. 

“In retrospect it was a heat 
of the moment thing, I didn’t 
mean to do it and I shouldn’t 
have done it. But I don’t see 
why these people think they 
can insult me but that they 
can’t be insulted back.”

Boy who tried to save victim pays tribute 


A seven-year-old boy who 
tried with his mum to save 
the life of a stabbing victim 
he found dying in a 
Northampton street has paid 
a heartfelt floral tribute to 
him after hearing the news 
that he had died. 

Thomas Harrison was with 
his mum Kellie on Friday 
evening at 5.15pm walking 
to a martial arts class in 
The Mounts when they both 


saw a man by the railings in 
Barrack Road. 

They rushed over when 
they noticed he was bleed¬ 
ing and Kellie used her son’s 
winter hat to try to cover the 
man’s wounds. Meanwhile, 
Thomas helped direct police 
officers to the scene. 

When they later heard that 
father-of-two Jon Casey had 
died at hospital, Thomas 
decided to pay tribute to the 


man by spending his weekly 
pocket money on some 
flowers to lay at the murder 
scene outside the Lazeez 
restaurant. 

Kellie said: “It was such a 
traumatic experience for us 
both. 

“When we heard the 
news, we were devastated. 

“I am so proud of Thomas 
for the floral tribute. It was 
so thoughtful.” 


Help solve this 
‘brutal’ murder

A family have been left 
heartbroken after the 
death of their beloved 
‘Jon Boy’. 

Jon Casey, 35, from 
Ecton Brook, North¬ 
ampton, was found by a 
member of the public 
with stab wounds short¬ 
ly before 5.30pm on 
Friday, close to the 
Lazeez restaurant in 
Barrack Road. 

He was taken to 
Northampton General 
Hospital for treatment 
but died a short time 
later. 

Detective Inspector 
Mark Brayfield, from the 


East Midlands Specialist 
Operations Unit Major 
Crime Team, said: “What 
we have discovered is 
Jon was in an disagree¬ 
ment with two black 
men and this started in 
Hester Street in 
Northampton. 

“It appears to have 
moved along Hester 
Street and spilt into the 
Barrack Road. This was a 
serious incident and a 
nasty and brutal attack.” 

In a statement his 
family said: “Words can¬ 
not express the feeling of 
sadness and loss in our 
family at this time.

“In relation to the 
ongoing investigation we 
would urge anyone who 
has any information, 
regardless of how small 
you think it might be, to 
please contact the police, 
as any piece of informa¬ 
tion could be vital to the 
investigation.”

Plastic burns as blaze engulfs recycling factory 


A major factory fire sent thick plumes of black 
smoke billowing into the air across the county on 
Sunday. 

Firefighters battled for more than four hours to 
control the blaze which engulfed the ThinkGreen 
recycling centre in Wollaston. 

Up to 60 firefighters from Northamptonshire, 
Bedfordshire and Buckinghamshire tackled the 
inferno which started at 12.40pm. 


The fire took hold of about 80 tonnes of plastic 
material causing thick black smoke. It prompted a 
warning to nearby residents to keep their 
windows and doors shut. 

After four hours, the blaze was under control. 

An investigation is now underway into the cause 
which is still unknown. 

Despite external damage, the factory’s interiors 
was saved by the sprinkler system. 


Ebola scare rocks 
red alert hospital

Northampton General Hospital has been 
rocked by an Ebola scare. 

The under pressure hospital (NGH), which is 
currently on red alert as it struggles to cope 
with the surge in patients, treated a woman 
for suspected Ebola last Wednesday night. 

It is believed she had travelled to West Africa 
before being admitted to the hospital. 

The woman was placed in isolation while she 
was tested for Malaria first. 

Within hours, the test came back negative 
and so staff at the hospital sent off a blood 
sample to Public Health England (PHE) to 
determine whether she had Ebola. 

The next afternoon the results came back 
and showed the woman was negative for the 
deadly virus. 

A spokesperson for PHE said: “PHE can 
confirm it received a sample for precaution¬ 
ary Ebola testing, involving a patient at 
Northampton General Hospital and the test is 
negative.” 

Before the result arrived, the hospital had 


already said that it was ‘unlikely’ the patient 
had Ebola, but that testing was still being 
done as a precaution. 

So far, the first and only confirmed case of a 
patient being diagnosed with Ebola in the UK 
is 39-year-old nurse Pauline Cafferkey, from 
Glasgow. 

She had been in a critical condition at 
London’s Royal Free Hospital after being 
confirmed as having the virus over Christmas. 

Following the news last Thursday that the 
woman in Northampton had tested negative 
for Ebola, Northampton North MP Michael 
Ellis praised the ‘wonderful efforts’ of staff at 
NGH. 

Mr Ellis said: “I’m pleased with this result 
and I have every confidence they will know 
how to deal with any future incidents like this 
if they occur. 

“I think NGH is wonderful and the staff do a 
fantastic job - I have so much confidence in 
their skills. 

“I’ve lived in Northampton all my life and 
I’ve had to use the hospital myself and so have 
my family. 

“Each time I’ve attended I’ve received 
excellent care.”

There is a new emergency 
vehicle on the county’s 
roads. 

The Rural Intervention 
Vehicle (RIV) is jointly oper¬ 
ated by Northamptonshire 
Police and Northampton¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

At this moment in time it is 
the only one of its kind in 
the UK to be operated by a 
police force and a fire 
service in the same county. 

The car is currently being 
used in the east of 
Northamptonshire to 
provide additional support 
to rural communities. 

The RIV is part of the on¬ 
going collaboration between 
the county’s police and fire 
services. 

The 12-month trial of the 
vehicle began in October 
and early results are show¬ 
ing it to be a well-used and 
valuable resource for polic¬ 
ing and fire safety in the 
community. 

The RIV is staffed by a 
police and fire officer who 
work alongside each other as 
well as colleagues. 

The first phase of the trial 
is taking place in Oundle 
and surrounding villages. 

If it is a success it could be 



rolled out to other parts of 
Northamptonshire. 

At its launch at Kettering 
Fire Station last Thursday 
Chief Superintendent Paul 
Fell said: “We are three and 
a half months through a 12 
month pilot scheme. 

“The feedback we have 
received from officers and 
members of the public has 
been qualitative rather than 
quantitative. 

“At the moment we are 
based in a rural area. 

“Everything is very posi¬ 
tive at the moment and we 
are there to meet the needs 
of the rural community. 

“If you look at a road traffic 


accident then both the 
police and fire service can 
arrive together and work 
closely to deal with the 
incident. 

“Anyone who calls 999 is in 
a situation which needs 
quick professional help. 

“By having this vehicle 
that is exactly what we can 
do.” 

Area manager for 
Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, Shaun 
Hallam, added: “The vehicle 
carries stabilising equip¬ 
ment like a defibrillator, 
oxygen and CPR equipment 
which means at a road 
traffic accident we are able

to respond quickly. It means 
we do not have to have three 
police cars in one place. 

“As well as this we can 
offer fire prevention advice 
to people in a street/road 
where there has been an 
incident. 

“The police can do the 
same thing with crime 
prevention advice and all 
this can be achieved by two 
officers. 

“We have done this in 
Rushden in East 
Northamptonshire where 
two officers were able to 
give advice to 30 house¬ 
holds in one street in one

The latest Ford Mondeo is bigger, glitzier and in 
2.0-litre TDCi 150PS guise, quite befuddlingly 
economical. 

Pricing has been kept reasonable and equipment 
levels are strong enough to give the premium 
marques something to seriously worry about. 

The Mondeo has changed. It’s no longer that 
scalpel-sharp thing you’d be able to blast down a 
B-road in, sticking to the tail of a Boxster.

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SNOOKER: Shaun Murphy joined snooker’s 
elite on Sunday evening when he clinched 
the Masters title at London’s Alexandra 
Palace. 

The 32-year-old cueman, who grew up in 
Irthlingborough, thrashed Australian world 
number one Neil Robertson 10-2 to finally 
clinch the major title that had eluded him. 

His win sees Murphy complete snooker’s 
triple crown - adding to the World 
Championship he captured at the Crucible 
Theatre in 2005 and the UK Championship 
title he secured in 2008. 

Murphy powered into a 5-0 lead and was 
never troubled in a one-sided final - going 
into Sunday night’s final session 6-2 up 
before winning all four frames during the 
evening. 

The world number 11, who trained at 
Rushden Snooker Centre, also saw off world 
champion Mark Selby, Stephen Maguire and 
Mark Allen on his way to the final of the 
event which features only the world’s top 16 
ranked players. 

Snooker’s triple crown is an elite club, with 
only ten players having won the Masters, UK 
Championship and World Championship on 
at least one occasion in their career.

The Fail brothers - Ben, Carl and Aaron - 
will take to the ring in the 69kg, 64kg and 
60kg categories respectively.

Meanwhile, Laura Stevens won the gold 
medal at the Golden Girls Championship in 
Sweden. 

Boxing in the 68-75kg Class B, she cap¬ 
tured the top prize on a unanimous decision 
against Zabrina Holmstrom who boxes for 
the ‘IK Ymer’ club in the host country. 

More than 100 competitors took part with 
clubs from any country eligible to enter.

Calum Clark is not surprised that 
European knock-out rugby has 
come to Franklin's Gardens early 
as Saints prepare for their key 
continental clash with Racing 
Metro. 

The French side visit 
Northampton for a one-off winner 
takes all showdown to end the 
European Rugby Champions Cup 
pool stage, with a home quarter 
final the tantalising prize for the 
winners. 

Saints only need a bonus point of 
any kind to make the last eight 
and Saturday’s losers are still like¬ 
ly to advance, albeit to a tricker 
away clash in the quarter finals. 

Clark though is backing Saints to 
go all out for victory to ensure 
things are as convenient as possi¬ 
ble for them as they bid for 
European glory. 

“You kind of expected it to come 
down to one of these games,” said 
Clark. 

“It’s a huge occasion for us at 
home this week, an exciting game 
and one you want to play in for 
sure. 

“Being at home is definitely an 
advantage for sure but they’re full 
of great players and they caused 
us a few problems at their place so 
we’ll have to prepare properly and 
play flat out.” 

Clark admitted that 
Northampton have experienced 
heartbreak in Europe before so 
going all the way this year would 
be extra sweet. 



“We got to the final [Heineken 
Cup in 2011] and were disappoint¬ 
ed with that,” he said. 

“We haven’t really kicked on for 
the past three years and that’s a 
frustration. 

“It is nice to be where we are in 
our group and to have a chance of 
going through and hopefully get¬ 
ting the home quarter-final, but 
we know it’s going to be a big job 
on Saturday.” 

Racing currently lead the pool 
with 19 points and Saints are 
behind them in second on the 
same total. 

The Top 14 side, who are cur¬ 


rently fourth in their domestic 
division, are only ahead of Saints 
on the head-to-head rule after 
they won the corresponding fix¬ 
ture against Northampton, 20-11 
in Paris in October. 

The other two sides in the pool, 
Welsh club Ospreys and Italians 
Benetton Treviso, are out of con¬ 
tention with five group winners 
and the three best runners-up 
earning a quarter final berth. 

Saints beat Ospreys 20-9 at 
Swansea’s Liberty Stadium on 
Sunday to leave proceedings nice¬ 
ly poised ahead of the clash with 
Racing. 


“I’m pleased with the game 
because it’s about control and we 
had good control of the game,” 
said director of rugby fim 
Mallinder afterwards. 

“We didn’t overplay because 
when Ospreys defend the way 
they do they’re dangerous. 

“They look to come up in the 
outside channels and cut you off 

“Sometimes that can be danger¬ 
ous and it can work for or against 
you. We didn’t want to take chanc¬ 
es, we thought our pack could get 
on top. 

“They did and it was a good 
scrum performance.” 


Foden out for the season in a World Cup year 


SAINTS 


Ben Foden has been ruled out for the remainder of the season 
with a knee injury. 

The Saints full-back was taken off after 12 minutes during 
Sunday’s European victory at Ospreys and subsequent scans 
revealed a rupture of the anterior cruciate ligament (ACL) in 
his left leg. 

It is a huge blow for Saints as Foden has been one of their top 
performers this season with Northampton top of the 
Premiership and handily placed in both the European Rugby 
Champions Cup and the LV= Cup. 

Foden tweeted: “Thanks for the support, not gonna lie it’s a 
hard pill to swallow. I guess it’s the nature of the beast.” 

A Saints statement said: “He will now undergo surgery with 
a view to rehabilitating for the start of the 2015/16 season.” 

Foden was hoping to play himself back into the England 
squad so the timing of his latest injury setback is a huge blow 
with the World Cup beginning in this country in September. 

It also means that he cannot be considered for this year’s Six 
Nations which begin next month, with some believing his 
form this season would have been good enough to earn a spot 
in either the training squad which was named on Wednesday 
or the second string England Saxons set-up. 

The 29-year-old missed the 2012 autumn internationals 


with an ankle problem and he picked up another knee injury 
in November 2013 which ruled him out of the Six Nations. 

He has fallen behind Harlequins’ Mike Brown in England’s 
full-back pecking order and won the last of his 34 caps for his 
country in November 2013, meaning he will face a battle to 
re-establish his international credentials again when he 
returns to fitness. 

Meanwhile, six Saints were named in England’s 34-man 
training squad ahead of their opening Six Nations game with 
Wales on February 6, following Wednesday’s announcement. 

Forwards Calum Clark, Alex Corbisiero, Dylan Hartley and 
Tom Wood make Stuart Lancaster’s party as do backs Stephen 
Myler and Luther Burrell. 

Courtney Lawes would also be in the squad but is set to miss 
the opening weeks of the championship with an ankle injury. 

The second string Saxons have named Christian Day and 
Alex Waller in their squad to play the Irish Wolfhounds in 
Cork on January 30, with fellow Saint Lee Dickson picked as 
captain. 

Tighthead prop Kieran Brookes, who will join Northampton 
from Newcastle Falcons ahead of the 2015/16 season, is also 
in the Saxons group. 

Wales have named Northampton wing George North in their 
squad. 

The 22-year-old was a shoe-in for selection and is included 
among Warren Gatland’s 34-man party. 
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Storey won’t help write the next 
chapter after loan deal collapses

Northampton Town have pulled out 
of a loan deal for Swindon Town 
striker Miles Storey following a dis¬ 
agreement over the 21-year-old’s 
wages. 

The Cobblers had a verbal agree¬ 
ment with the League One club to 
sign the forward for the remainder of 
the season but claim that they were 
asked to pay a weekly contribution 
which was higher than the striker’s 
actual weekly wage. 

“We will pay the wages of a player 
but we aren’t being lulled into paying 
a loan fee for a 21-year-old,” said 
Cobblers manager Chris Wilder. 

“That’s not how we do things and 
we move on. 

“Miles was one of a number of tar¬ 
gets and there is no way we are being 
led into paying what was effectively a 
loan fee for a young player. 

“We will do a deal if it is right for us 
but we won’t if not. If Swindon want 
to pick up the phone and agree a deal 
to cover his wages that’s fine but we 


aren’t sitting around 
waiting, we are moving 
on.” 

Storey is now training 
with Scottish Premier 
League side St Mirren 
with a view to joining 
them on loan instead. 

Robins chairman Lee 
Power told Swindon 
Link Sport: “He’s going 
to go to St Mirren for a 
couple of days. He’s 
going to go and have a 
look. They want to take 
him on loan so Miles is 
going to have a look 
and see where it takes 
him. 

“We’d agreed a loan 
with Northampton and then they 
came back and asked for a reduced 
figure, which we didn’t want to do. 
That’s why he’s gone to Scotland.” 

A Cobblers statement on their club 
website said: “Northampton Town 
can confirm that the deal to sign 
Miles Storey on loan from Swindon 
Town won’t currently be proceeding. 

“Northampton Town and Swindon 
Town had verbally agreed for the 
striker to spend the rest of the season 


on loan at Sixfields, but during the 
completion of paperwork it became 
clear the club were being asked to 
pay a weekly contribution higher 
than the striker’s actual weekly 
wage.” 

Wilder is in the market for a new 
forward after front pair Emile 
Sinclair and David Moyo were both 
allowed to leave Sixfields recently 
and the boss admits his squad is 
short in the attacking department. 

Sinclair was one of Wilder’s first 


signings when he took 
the job last January but 
has only scored three 
times in 30 appearances 
for the club, making just 
one start this season. 

Wilder acknowledged 
the part the 27-year-old, 
who has joined fellow 
League Two side York 
City, played in the 
Cobblers’ survival last 
year but admitted he 
hadn’t produced as 
expected this campaign. 

“He got a couple of 
goals at Torquay and 
played his part towards 
the end of the season,” 
Wilder said. 

“I think maybe the emergence of 
Ivan [Toney] and Marc Richards 
coming into the group, he’s not 
forced his way in. 

“He’s done a job for us. Maybe he’ll 
be a bit disappointed he’s not con¬ 
tributed a bit more than he has and 
maybe we were expecting a little bit 
more, but these things happen, he 
did a great job in keeping us up and 
we move on.” 

Defender Gregor Robertson fol¬ 


lowed Sinclair out of Sixfields this 
week, meaning that including loa¬ 
nees, 11 players have now left the 
club in quick succession, a move 
Wilder says was necessary to keep 
the budget under control. 

“I said all along I wanted to reduce 
the squad size and work with a small¬ 
er group,” he said. “Decisions are 
made to balance the books as well. 

“We have gone over budget with the 
amount of injuries that we’ve had 
and the chairman’s taken care of 
that, but it’s my job to look at those 
figures as well. 

“I’ll try and improve the group and 
make us better but it’s not an open 
cheque book, we have to balance 
things and that’s why we’ve done so 
with the players that have left.” 

Northampton host Newport County 
on Saturday, looking to continue 
their recent resurgence which has 
seem them claim seven points from 
the last nine in League Two and win 
two games in a row. 

That has seen them climb to 15th in 
the table, easing fears of being 
dragged into a second successive rel¬ 
egation dogfight. 

The Welsh side are comfortably in 
the play-off spots in fifth.

Wilder: “You’re sacked too.” 

Whether Wilder’s technique is to lock the 
departing players in the boardroom and ask 
them to leave over the public address system 
(Tannoy is a brand name) is anyone’s guess but 
as long as Cobblers keep on winning he will 
have carte blanche to carry on his squad 
streamlining. 


Certainly, what’s left of the Northampton set¬ 
up is more Rover 800 than Mini-Metro with the 
likes of Holmes and Lawson D’Ath cruising at 
times up the wings. Cobblers glided on a lake of 
liquid football and 
could have been one 
up within minutes as 
Ryan Cresswell’s 
header from a corner 
and resultant flick 
were blocked. 

Dagenham played 
the majority of their 
football on the break 
and had their best 
chance through ex- 
Arsenal forward Rhys Murphy who burst 
through for a one-on-one with Matt Duke but 
saw his lob clear the crossbar. 

The signing of combative central midfielder 
Jason Taylor had given John-Joe O’Toole space 
to wreak havoc up front with O’Toole nearly 
becoming a headbanded hero with a flying 
back-heeled volley worthy of the Maracana 
which crept wide. 

Northampton thought they had broken the 


deadlock just after half-time when Holmes 
teased over an inviting left-sided cross for Marc 
Richards to dispatch with a pin-point header. 

Unfortunately, the referee’s assistant raised a 
late flag and the goal was chalked off. 

Still, when you’ve got players like Cobblers 
with feet like traction engines goals are inevi¬ 
table and Ricky “Sherlock” Holmes closed the 
case of the broken Daggers with a left-footed 
thunderbolt which saw Dagenham keeper 
Mark Cousins helpless. 

The proof is in the pudding and the pudding 
in this case was a football as the goalie was left 
with football pie all over his shirt. 

So Cobblers claimed the victory and Chris 
Wilder the moral high ground after releasing 
seven players and the fitness coach.
